DEMAND FOR THE BEFUNDING CERTIFICATES.

Wasaineton, D. C., May 24.—The rush for 
the refunding certificates at the Treasury to-day 
was ex . As the time spproaches 
when. the entire $40,000,000 will be sold, the 
craze to seeure them seems to increase here. It 
is said that as early as 20’clock this morning 
there were sixty anxious people awaiting at the 
Treasury door.

There is no 
doubt hat the entire amount will be exhausted 
by Thursday. The entire sum has been nearly 
printed, and the extra torce of the Engraving 
and Printing Bureau bas been discontinued. 
A good many bank offf—ials are of opinion that 
there will be a fait in ¢ per cents certainty as early 
as September, after the Syndicate has unloaded 
its corner.

SETTLED FOR TWO YEARS. 
Special Digpatch te The Tribune 

Boston, May 24.—The conspiracy case fn 
which M. Frank Paige was chief actor came to 
an end to-day by the sentence of Paige to two 
years’ imprisonment, with bard labor. The case 
ig a most remarkable one. Paige was in the 
shoe commission business, and, spending more 
money in fast living than he could afford, en- 
tered into s conspiracy with Stetson, his chief 
clerk, to destroy the books after ordering large 
quantities of goods, and surreptitiously dispos- 
ing of them. Stetson was then given a good 
round sum to leave the city, and 
Paige announced his failure, owing to 
the dishonesty of, his Clerk. There were 
no books. The affairs were in so mixed a condi- 
tion that editors were a long time in aus- 
pecting the e of the fraud, and it wasmany 
months before the evidence of purchasing the 
goods with inteht to cheat the creditors was ob- 
tained. Paige’s bosom friend at this time was 
the notorious Hamilton Brock, who had spies in 
every quarter of the city, and knew that Paige 
was to be arrested. Before the warrant was 
lauen he advised him to fly, but Paige's 
lawyer promised to bare him out on 
bail in two hours. The arrest 
was made, pail was fixed at [$75,000, 
and to obtain it every conceivable effort was 
made, Men were paid to come forward and 
pérjure themselves, and three of them are now 
in the State Prison and two awaiting trial. 
Then Stetson, tiring of European travel, yieid- 
ed to the eloquence of Detective Wiggin, who 
went abroad to look for him, and promised to 
return if uo harm should | him. He turned 
State’s evidence, and Palge was convicted last 
February, sentence being postponed at the re- 
nest of counsel on both sides. The creditors 
reely. hinted that if Paige made restitution mat- 
ters could be arranged so that sentence should 
never be imposed, and thé man was induced to 
authorize Br to deliver over stolen bonds 
valued at §17, This transaction took place 
in Canada, where Brock is now living.

Saratoga, May 24.—The report of the Com- 
mittee on Systematic Beneficence was placed on 
the docket. :

are at present members of the Court. Messrs. 
Rosertuat, Bum, and Reep have been 
long known to the people of this city. Mr. 
Rezep was State’s-Attorney of this county 
for twelve years. Messrs. Roszenraan and 
Bunz have been successful practitioners at 
the Bar, and their names have long been 
familiar to the public. It is hardly necessary 
to say anything concerning these gentlemen 
personally. Intellectually, and as lawyers, 
they will compare most advantageously with

others. This year the grain-dealers have 
begun to move from the seaboard to Chi- 
cago. Within a few months a dozen im- 
portant grain firms in New York, Baltimore, 
and Philadelphia have organized branches 
here, being incited thereto possibly by the 
remarkable dealings of Int Ruin in 
our markets. 

The fourth and most important evidence 
of the progress Chicago is making is the 
constant increase in the volume of business 
transacted, In spite of the fire of 1871, 
and the panic of 1878, and the great 
shrinkage in values, the sales of the 
leading wholesale houses of Chicago have 
increased year by year, not only in the ag- 
gregate bulk of goods disposed of, but in the 
aggregate of prices realized. No other city 
of the Union, it is safe to say, can point to a 
similar record. The principal dry-goods 
firms of Chicago probably sold twice over as 
many goods, dollar for dollar, in 1878 as 
they did in 1870. This result could not 
have been accomplished, in the face of all 
the adverse circumstances, except for the 
really marvelous growth of the city and the 
surrounding. country, and the common 
acknowledgment of the fact that, as a 
market for Western people, Chicago is gu- 
perior to New York or any other city in 
America.

CULTURE AT THE BAR. 

Ons of the Judges of a court in this coun. 
ty, in a public address delivered some time 
ago, enumerated among the other evils with 
which American society was afflicted the 
lamentable want of culture among those who 
do the writing for the public press. That 
the want of culture is a personal loss to all 
persons thus deficient, and a public loss when 
exhibited by those engaged in business di- 
rectly influencing, forming, and controlling 
publie opinion, is hardly to be doubted. The 
want of culture in the newspaper profession 
is undoubtedly a misfortune, but it is also a 
matter to be regretted that in this country 
there is no recognized standard of culture. 
The learned Judge in this very instance might 
probably find, owing to the great variance of 
opinion on the subject, others equally op- 
pressed by the general want of culture in the 
learned professions who would assert that 
even he would add to the value of his official 


. services to the State if his culture was a little 


more evident and therefore more impressive. 
What is wanted is an exemplar who will be 
accepted, and by whom all may measure 
their own deficiencies. 

The Louisville Age, a literary paper of 
marked ability, in a recent number, in an 
article on the Bar of Kentucky,” adds em- 
phasis to the lamentations of our Chicago 
Judge concerning the deplorable results of 
the want of culture in the legal profes- 
sion. A special consequence of this want of 
culture is suggested, rather than stated, by 
the recent assassination of Judge Exxiort, of 
the Supreme.Court of Kentucky,—the de- 
ficiency existing on the part of the Judge, 
and not on the part of the assassin. We 
call especial attention to this, because gentle- 
men who ate seeking judicial office at this 
time ought to know that among the perils of 
the judicial office an uncultured Judge may 
include the possibility of assassination. 
Judges outside of Chicago will take notice 
that, however revolting and abhorrent was 
his murder, his loss, if indeed the nature of 
the erime is considered.in Kentucky, is miti- 
gated by the want of culture aid dignity on 
bis part. 

Turning from that particular instance of 
the fruits of an uncultavated Bench, the Age 
discusses the subject generally, and it is pos- 
sible that some of the deductions apply only 
to the Bar of Kentucky. Still, those unfor- 
tunate Judges and members of the Bar in 
other States who lack cultivation may find 
themselves described in the strong light in 
which the Kentuckians are presented. Ask- 
ing the question whether the elective Judi- 
ciary has demoralized and debauched the 
people of Kentucky throughout all the rela- 
tions of life, the writer asserts that the inde-

ways generate. the decadence of the Bar has made 
itself felt in all the walks of life and among ali 
classes in the Commonwealth. The rules of the 
poker-room have become the tests of honor and of 
honesty among her gentlemen, and of gentleman- 
hood among her citizens, and skill at their favorite 
pastime the highest culture to which either lawyer 
or citizen cares to aspire,” 

Are the Bar and the Bench of Kentucky any 
lower in the scale of intelligence, education, 
and morality than the Bar in other States ? 
Have all the cultivated lawyers of Kentucky 
removed to Chicago and to other cities 
where there is a higher civilization, and 
where even the lack of culture in other pro- 
fessions is publicly reprobated from the 
Bench? Are not the criticisms on the Ken- 
tucky Bar, if just at all, also largely applica- 
ble to the Bar in adjoining States? A cit- 


inen of Kentucky, familiar with the Bar of 


that State as represented in the paragraphs 
we have quoted, visiting Springfield at any 
time during the last five months, would be 
forced to admit that in our Legislature, com- 
posed of lawyers, ex-Judges, and aspirants 
for judicial office, he could distinguish no 
superiority in refinement, scholarship, or in- 
dependenee of views over the same class of 
men in Kentucky. He would have foundthe 
same general ignorance, the same intoler- 
ance of opinion, which mark the lack of cul- 
tivation, and the same low rules governing 
the test Of honor among gentlemen. We se- 
lect the Legislature foran illustration, because 
that body aggregates more lawyers than are 
represented by any other public organiza- 
tion. How far do the proceedings of that 
body give evidence of manlmess, truth, 
dignity, or cultivation? How far do these 
men evince any consciousness that their pro- 
fession is both moral and philosophical 
in its nature? How far in this State, as 
well as in Kentucky, have sneers driven 
polite scholarship and love of letters from 
the Bench and Bar, as incompatible with true 
manliness of character, as estimated in the 
schools of Western polities? How far has 
the decadence of the Bar in this State, as in 
Kentucky, made itself felt in all the walks 
of life ? 

It is refreshing, however, to know that 
there is one Judge in Illinois who appreci- 
ates culture, and who is brave enough to 
tell his professional brethren how much the 
want of cultivation destroys their usefulness, 
and how much it demoralizes their fellow- 
men. There is no more appropriate place 
from which to enfores by precept and 
example the necessity and importance of 
polite scholarship than the Judicial Bench. 
In elevating the standard of culture at the 
Bar there will be a corresponding elevation 
of public sentiment, and in the development 
of manliness, of professional pride, of fear- 
leas independence, and thorough scholarship 
and refinement on the Bench and the Bar, 
then, as this isville paper says, the 
present order of things will give place toa 
better and a purer civilization.”

INTERNATIONAL COTYRIGHT.

tion for a Copyright law is produced by sel- 
fish motives. The publishers who are now 
foremost in urging the Government to nego- 
tiate a Copyright law were a few years ago 
active in opposing a treaty. They are on 
record as having espoused both sides of the 
question within a very short time. 

The cause of this sudden change of front 
on the part of many American publish- 
ers is admitted to be the flerce competition 
they have been subjected to by the projectors 
of the Lakeside, Seaside, and other 
similar ‘‘ Libraries,” which give the peo- 
the best English books at mere- 
ly nominal sums. This competition is 
perfectly legitimate. The projectors of the 
‘* Libraries in question are only doing now 
what every American publishing-house, at 
some period of its existence, has done. It is 
true that some of the most reputable and 
wealthy houses have of late years paid cer- 
tain authors percentages for the privilege of 
printing authorized American editions of 
their works, and especially for the advantage 
of printing from advance-sheets. But it is 
not true that these percentages have been 
paid to all foreign authors alike, or that the 
practice has grown into an established 
usage. Moreover, the practice of old aud 
wealthy houses has and should have no bind- 
ing effect on young and comparatively feeble 
concerns. Much of the capital wielded by 
the former was acquired, it should be ro- 
membered, by precisely the methods of do- 
ing business which they now condemn. 

The courtesy of the trade,” in accordance 
with which priority rights of the old houses 
are recognized among themselves, is a new 
expedient, good as far as it goes, but of 
course not intended for the benefit of out- 
siders, and, therefore, having no claim on 
their consideration. The operation of this 
“courtesy differs in no respect from that of 
any other pool. The only obstacle to its 
perfeet success is the fact that the members 
of it cannot prevent competition, They 
have no monopoly of the market. If they 
had, they would soon become as powerful as 
a railroad pool, and have the public as com- 
pletely at their merey. The main object of the

A NEW MISSIONARY FIELD. 

Religious excitement seems to be epidemic 
in New England, and is not only spreading 
rapidly, but assuming very violent phases. It 
will be remembered that the horrible crime 
of Fama found many spologists and de- 
fenders, who made themselves vociferous 
and conspicuous until threats of halters and 
tar and feathers compelled them to desist, 
and silenced the noisy brawlers who have 
represented the Advent cause ag traveling 
agents and elders, The excitement at Po- 
casset, however, has hardly quieted before 
the epidemic breaks out in a new spot,—this 
time at Portsmouth, N. H. It is the same 
old story. Traveling elders pitch their tents 
for a few days or weeks, get the women in- 
terested, and work up the excitement. The 
women plunge into the new movement all 
over, and work for it with might and main, 
but somehow manage to preserve their 
equilibrium better than the men, who, having 
nothing else to do, go insane, At Portsmouth 
several have been sent to the insane asylums. 
One of the victims, hitherto a quiet person, 
supposed to be possessed of common sense, 
tore through the streets for several days 
shouting that the Lord had commissioned 
him to kill his children, like Fauxman, though 
he had not Fun crazy faith, as he 
begged people to take them away before he 
committed the deed. The people who had 
their wits left took mercy on him by placing 
him and other crazy converts: of the revival 
in an asylum. How much longer men and 
women supposed to be sensible will allow 
themselves to be bedeviled by these travel- 
ing elders, or what new phases of horror or 
silliness this delusion will assume, it is diffi- 
cult to imagine. We presume it will have its 
ran, like any other epidemic, and will at last 
assume such disgusting, if not 
proportions that an indignant community will 
rise up and stamp it out by consigning not 
only the victims but those who are responsi- 
sible for their condition to asylums, or by 
forbidding them to practice their sensational 
and nefarious calling. In the colonial times 
short work would have been made of the 
delusion, for the Maraers would at 
once have attributed it to the old 
women who ride on broomsticks at midnight, 
and kept the gibbets busy on Witch Hill. 
In these practical days, however, religious 
frenzy and absurdity are allowed a wide de- 
gree of latitude, and even license; but it is 
evident that in New England they are reach- 
ing a pitch of folly, if not of crime, that will 
soon eause public interference. 


It is not very creditable to the much. 


vaunted culture and morality of Massachu- 
setts that social crimes of the most horrible 
and revolting character keep pace with re- 
ligious delusion, especially in the vicinity of 
the Hub of the Universe. The region that 
produced that abnormal monster of deprav- 
ity, Juen Pomeroy, seems to be prolific in 
scoundrels,—the latest being one Bunz. 
who takes the girl he has ruined out riding 
with him, and during the ride requests her 
to strangle her babe... The maternal instinet 
being too strong, the brute does it him- 
self, and throws the baby into the bushes 
by the roadside. These and other such 
horrible crimes are perpetrated within 
easy sight of the steeples of Boston 
and the walls of various institutions of 
science and learning, where abstruse ques- 
tions are discussed, where art and music 
thrive, and where the people themselves 
boast of their culture and progress in 
knowledge, as compared with the outside 
barbarians. At this distance from Boston, 
it would appear to our rude, unlettered peo- 
ple that what the region around the Hub 
needs is less science, literature, and philoso- 
phy, and more morality, less culture, and 
more decency. We see it stated in the pro- 
ceedings of the Church’s work for foreign 
missions during the past year that almost 
$9,000,000 were contributed by the Presby- 
terians alone. It is sad to think that nota 
cent of this large amount was appropriated 
to missionary work in New England, and 
that not a single agent or colporteur was sent 
into the region around about Boston, where 
the harvest is immense and there are no la- 
borers. 


Now that a belief in the existence of the Bad 
Place and in a Personal Devil is pretty much 
exploded, it is possible that our ideas are to 
undergo a modification in regard to the use of 
language that bas heretofore been considered 
impolite and profane.

At lo’clock Monday the Board of Trade will 
consider the proposition to suspend afternoon 
trading trading between May 81 and Sept. 1. 

There has been a good deal of talk recently 
about partial failure of the hay crop because of 
long-continued droaght, and some have feared 
an advance in butter as a consequence. The 
weather aspect Saturday was more favorable to 
a growth of grass; and there is now less reason 
to fear strong butter,—except in the boarding- 
house. 

The produce markets Saturday depended 
largely upon the weather. It was early reported 
that rain had fallen freely at many points in the 
West, and the first effect was a big tumble in 
oats, which was helped by the fact of large re- 
ceipts, over 140,000 bu being reported inspected 
into store. The break was all the wider as the 
shorts for May and June had mostly 
filled in during Thursday and Friday, 
but it was not extensive enough 
to bring back Wednesday's quotation of WIe 
for May oats. The sharp advance had been due 
to fears of a corner joined to a wide-spread be- 
lief that the oat crop of the West would be a 
very short ove. But the higher prices here and 
the lower freight rates set so many oats in mo- 
tion towards Chicago as to make operators 
think that the farmers are not afraid, and the 
reports of rain aided the scale in making a sharp 
turn. 

Corn was steadier, with a fair volume of busi- 
nesses, buyers being more willing to take hold 
at the decline of the preceding day. The ship- 
ping movement dragged, however, the news 
from the seaboard not being favorable. Too 
much corn has recently been graded in New 
as “steamer” to suit our Western ship- 
pers; and it has surprised them, because 
the general report here has been to the 
effect that corn never inspected ont of store 
“better” than it has done this spring. It was 
reported that a great deal of corn is waiting to 
come in, more than 9,000,000 bu being in crib 
along the lines of the C., B. &Q. alone. The 
extent of the corn deal for June is estimated at. 
not far from 10,000,000 bu, but it is stated that 
no one is short except the receivers, whd expect 
to deliver the grain. Wheat was nervous and 
irregularly lower. The market did not fluctu- 
ate much till late in the session, when it broke 
off for July, because it was thought that a lead- 
ing operator wanted to sell. The majority of 
those around the wheat pit seemed to be wait- 
ing to see what others would do, and unable 
to decide which way to trade. Pro- 
visions were tame, with more free offerings 
of spot stuff, especially in lard, which was rela- 
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coru- meal, 1,685 pkgs: rye, 38,714 bu; malt, 725 
ba; pork, 140 bris; beef, 780 tes; cut meats, 
577 pkgs; lard, 2,247 tes; whisky, 342 bris.

: GUTTENBURG’S FIRST BOOK—HOW IT WAS PRINT- 
ED—THE COPIES STILL EXTANT—THE ILLUM- 
INATORS’ WORK.

A writer in the Times of Sunday last, in de- 
scribing some of the treasures of the Lenox 
Library, mentions the Mazarin Bible he saw 
there. This carries us back to the very thresh- 
old of the printing era, and to the invention of 
the ast itself. The history of the invention of 
printing, after the lapse of over 400 years, reads 
like romance. 

The.art of printing is the invention of John 
Gutenourg, of Mentz, Germany. ‘His claim te 
the honor of the invention is now geverally con- 
ceded, though it has been hotly contested by 
the partisans of Koster, of Haarlem, and many 
volumes nave been written in support of the 
claims ofeach. That printed books came from 
thie press of Koster about the beginning of the 
fifteenth century is well known, but these were 
printed from blocks of wood on which letters 
bed been cut in relief, hence called block 
books.”” Among the first of these was the Biblia 
Pauperum,” or Poor Man's Bible,“ printed in 
1400. A little later, in the sam style, came 
“speculum Humane Salvationis 4 a copy of 
each of which is in the Lenox Library, as stated 
by the writer afore-mentioned. But that Koster 
ever used metallic types, or even wooden types 
that were movable, is now very generally dis- 
credited. - 

John Gensfleisch, of Gutenburg, or Johu 
Gutenburg, as be is commonly called, was a na- 
tive of the City of Mentz. in Germany, where 
he was im the year 1397. Although he is 
represented as having come of a wealthy patri- 
cian family, it does not appear that he was him- 
self a man of wealth; for be seems to have 
labored all his life under the pressure of peca- 
niary difficulties, and to have had frequent suite 
atlaw. He resided for a while at Strasburg, 
but retured about 1444 or 1445 to Mentz. He 
was stil) struggling with the mighty idea which 
his brain had conceived, but he was without the 
pecuntary resources necessary to develop it. At
